_ Use .in_ the Poseidon Disaster. 


; Perhaps the best information regarding the new Davis Sub- 
marine Escape Apparatus is contained in an article written by Sir 
Leonard Mill, F.R.S., which appears in a recent issue of Everyman, 


a London weekly. 


Sir Leonard Hill, is a distinguished physiologist, and hag done 
much work to save the lives of divers, mincra, workers in sewers, 
and, particularly, rescue-workers, by means of oxygen, In July, 
1929, when the submarine H47 was sunk in collision with L12 off 
the Pembrokeshire. coast, he was sent. by the Admiralty to super- 


vise the rescue operations. 


He here describes the Davis submarine escape apparatus which 
was the means of saving four lives In the recent Poseidon disaster. 


The terrible disuster ‘to HLM, 
submarine Poseidon near Wei- 
hai-wel. in which twenty gallant 
seamen lost their lives, would 
have been even more disastrous 
but for the Davis submarine ¢s- 
cape npparaldis, which enabled 
four of the entrapped men to re- 
main alive. for several hours und 
ultimately to reach the surface, 

Unfortunately, all submarines 
are Hable to accidents of the 
nature which has befallen the 
Poseidon; and the excape appr 
utus has become as integral a part 
of the equipment of submarine 
sailors as a gas mask fs of that 
of a soldicr. 

When a Submarine Sinks. 

When a submarine is heled and 
rinks, watertight doors can be 
closed by the crew so as to keep 
those parts of the submarine, 
where they are. dry and full of 
air. On this air the men may be 
able to lve for hours, . 

A great danger which imme- 
dintely may arise, however, is 
the entry of sea water into the 
batteries; and the setting free of 
chlorine gas by the chemical re- 
action between the salt in the sea 
and the acid in the batteries, 

If there is no chlorine gas in 
ths compartments occupied by 
the crew, they can breathe tho 
imprisoned air at ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure, and proceed 
nt leisure to effect their escape 
from the submarine. - If, on the 
other hand, chlorine gus escapes, 
they must put.on their apparatus 
ut once, and effect their escape 
much more quickly, because tho 
apparatus provides for respira- 


.{tion for only about one hour. 
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The apparatus consists of 4 
strong rubber breathing-bag fit- 
ted on just below the chin; a 
flexible mouthpiece attached by 
a short wide tube to a tin box, 
which contains soda-lime and the 
lower end of. which ‘opens into 
the breathing-bag; and a smal! 
oxygen cylinder which is attach. 
ed below the bag and is provided 
with a tap. There is also a nose 
clip and straps .for holding tha 
apparatus in position on the body. 


Quickly Adjusted. 


This apparatus can be quickly 
slipped over the neck, the mouth- 
piece inserted into the mouth, 
and the nose clip put on. Tho 
bag ip then partly filled ‘with 
cxygen from the cylinder by a 
turn of the tap. Ihe mun then 
breathes in and out of the bag 
through the soda-lime in the tin 
box, which absorbs the exhaled 
carbonic acid; while the oxygen 
he requires is supplied from tho 
bag. This bng he keeps partly 
filled by opening the tap now and 
again. 

There is a safety valve sup- 
plied to let off excess of oxygen 
from the bag, for it would not 
be possible to breathe out if the 
bag were fully distended. The 
man can easily’ squeeze some of 
the contonts of the bag through 


‘this valve; and he is trained .to 


keep tho bag only partly full so 
that breathing Is quite comfort- 
able. - 

Onco all the entrapped 
have the apparatus on, a sen-cock 
can be opencd in-tho compart- 
mont, of thé'submarine so as th 
flood. it with water. As tho 
‘wator rises, the air in the com: 
partment becomes compressed 
and finally equals ‘tho pressure of 
‘the wator ‘outside. When tho 
pressure is: equal within and 
without tho submarine, the men 
can oper a trap, get out, and ona 
by one flout, up to. the surface. .. 

Tho: gas {n tho breathing bag 
both takes:them up to the sur 
face, .and acts as 4 swimming 
helt whon they reac!

above the surface, they can take 
off the mouthpicce and cork it, 
kept afloat by tho gas in the bag, 
breathe the air, and wait to be 
picked up by a boat. 

Aa they rise from the sub- 
marine to the surface, the gas in 
the bag expands, because the 
pressure of the water xets less 
and less. Ascending from a sub- 
marine gunk in about 130 feet of 
water (like the Poseidon), for 
exumple, the gas’ in the bag 
would expand to four times its 
volume. 

Floating to the Surface. 

It is necessary, therefore, for 
the man to squeeze his bag nenr- 
ly empty before starting to float 
up. Otherwise there is danger 
of his lings being damaged by 
the pressure of the gas in tho 
bay beenming greater than tho 
preasure of the water on his body. 

The safety valve ought to 
prevent this; and, indeed, is pro- 
vided for that purpose. But, 
since the ascent many be very 
rapid, to start up with a nearly- 
empty bag is a necessary. addi- 
tional precaution. . 

Careful training in the use of 
the escape apparatus under 
water is obviously required, and 
is given to all submarine crewn. 
When an accident occurs, it is, 
of course, most important that 
the men should keep their heads 
and carry out the right proce- 
dure — particularly as they will 
have to do so in the dark or by 
means of torchlights, for the 
lights of the submarine will 
have been put out by the  acci- 
dent. 

In Deep Waler. 

Too high a pressure of oxygen 
acts a8 a poison; but, as the 
oxygen jn the breathing-bag is 
diluted with the nitrogen which 
wus in the lungs at the time the 
dress was put.on, this danger 
only arises at the greater depths. 
Extra precautions have then to 
be taken to keep the concentra- 
tion of oxygen in the bag at a 
lower level. 

By increasing the amount of 
nitrogen in the bag, another peril 
may arise, by the giving off of 
bubbles of nitrogen in the blood 
when the sailor comes up to tho 
surface. An excess of nitrogen 
ig absorbed in the blood and 
tissues while the man is exposed 
to high preasure. in the sub- 
marine. This danger is mot by 
effecting escape quickly after 
flooding the submarine; that is, 
by not allowing time for the 
solution of much nitrogen in the 
body. 

‘The same apparatus can also be 
used for diving and for going 
into a poisonous atmosphere. and 
it has great uses on board a ship. 
Groat credit is dye to Mr. R. H. 
Davis for its invention, and he Is 
to be congratulated on its firat 
successful use in saving _ lives.

An old nk in the chain of 
focal Government. H 
forged {in 1905, the Victoria 
British School, Causeway Bay, 
known In those old days by its 
Chinese name of Turnz Loong 
Chau —-— the locality, that is, 
not the schoo! — is to he clos 
by the Government at the ent 
of the current year. ‘The decl- 
gion of Government, It is 
understood, wos made on the 
recommendation of the Educa- 
tion Department, : 

No reason has been given for 
closing down the school, an 
Mr. G. P, de Martin, Director of 
Education would neither confirm 
or deny rumours that it was part 
of a retrenchment scheme of 
Government. Also, he was not 
in a position to state offictally 
where the present teachers of 
the schoo! are to.be placed after 
the closing of the school, and ag 
to where tho present pupils of 
the school are to continue their 
studies Mr. de Martin sald that 
the matter depended entirely on 
the parents, but expressed the 
hope that they would use the 
Quarry. Bay School, where theré 
was room for more puplla. This 
indicates that Government: arc 
making no provisions,

It started as a Senior 
School with classes up to 
“matrices,” and continued | as 
such until after the War, when, 
due to the lack of older pupils it 
beeame a kindergarten for Buro- 
pean children living on the island. 
The lack of older pupils was prin- 
clpally due to more Europeans 
going to live in Kowloon in the 
years immediately following the 
end of the War and also tho 
fact that the Central British 
‘School (then known as the Kow- 
loon British School was better 
equipped as a Senior School. 

European Exodus. 

The kindergarten was well at- 
atended for a number of years 
until the formation of the 
Quarry Bay School when the 
many European children living 
in that district were withdrawn 
from the Victorla British School, 
and since thnt time, with the 
further cxodus of European reai- 
dents in its vicinity, the roll of 
the ‘Victorla British “School 
had steadily decreased until now 
it has, eyoarently, been found 
not worth while to continue even 
as a kindergarten.

Daulla, who is 29 yenra-of age, 
is a huge man who tips tho scale 
at 226 Ib. is woll built, and un- 
doubtedly strong, even though 
he appears fat rather than mus- 
cular. 

- He was born in 1902 in .Gur- 
hashankar Village, Hosirpur dis- 
trict, Punjab, India, and from 
an early age it was his ambition 
to be a strong man and a wrest- 
ler. He received his early train- 
ing at the hands of his eldest 
brother Fazal, a no mean “mat 
mauler” who is well-known well 
outside of his own district, 


Successful Career. 


Daulla’s first public bout took 
place when ho was 16 years of 
age, his opponent being Sanak- 
han, who was famous as a wrest 
ler in Jullandar. The boy was, 
of course, beaten, but Sanakhan 
saw in him a future champion 
and gave him instructions, Due 
credit is given to Sanukhan for 
the part he took in the davelop- 
inz of Daulla, but Fazal, his bre- 
ther, was his trainer and practice 
partner throughout, and is now 
with him in hia eearch for fame 
outside India. 

Daulla lost only four bouta 
during his wrestling career of 14 
years, and then he was beaten b 
men at a timo when he was til 
n boy and not fully developed.

The annual roport of the Comp- 
troller-Goneral of Patents, Designs 
and Trade Marks, published by tho 
Stotlonery Office (101, price 4d.), 
states that throughout 1930 the 
greatest activity {n Invention was 
again shown In connection with the 
chemical and electrical Industries. 
In telegraphy and telephony there 
has been marked activity In short- 
wave wireleas, particularly In direc: 
Uonnl systems depending upon the 
use of “nerlals of the beam type. 
The associated problem of “fading” 
has received considerable attention. 
Much attention Is being directed to 
high-speed cable telegraphy: 

The totalisntor is being. developed 
along electrical nar by” the Intro- 
duction of some of the features of 
automatic telephony, with the view 
of rendering the apparatua self- 
checking and more accurate and 
apeedy, In this development, ticket- 


lusuing apparatus and indicating

Among minor inventions, the re-

of Oxford, He tives a facalmile 
of ane of de Vere’s lettera written 
Ina very amall ond neat Italian 
hand, and then by a process of 
examining dn detail the ortho- 
graphy oand misprints of — the 
Quarto text of the sonnetn, con- 
cluded that the errors, confusions 
of lettors, variant spellings and so 
on are such that they could only 
arise if the Quarto had been print- 
ed from a MS iw all Itallan, and 
not in an English handwriting,

ROCKIES’ TRAGEDY. 


British Schoolboy Frozen 
to Death. 


DARING ADVENTURE, 


The coffin containing the re- 
maina of a British schoolboy ex- 
plorer who was frozen to death 
in the Canadian Rockies arrived 
at Liverpool recently in the liner 
Montclare and was taken by road 
to Coventry. ° 

The body was that of John 
Nool Patch Bennett, son of 
wealthy parents, whose home is 
nt Oakdeno, Manor Road, Coven- 
try. : 

A diary found beside the boy's 
skeleton in the desolate . Pinen 
Pass rovealed a story of hard- 
ship and horoism. - 

Bennett was only 18 years old 


when, last October, ho hit “the 
trail in an endeavour to cross tho 
Rockies from the Peace River 
region, North Alberta, to Princo 
George, British Columbia.’ 

In face of every adversity for 
a month he struggled on alone, 
and had more than half-covered 
the journey when, with his 
hande and feet frozen and with 
practically no food, he exhausted 
his strength In trying to build a 
fire. 

Sinking down inte the snow, 
he feli into a sleep from which 
he never awakened. 

His body had beon found by 
wolves long before tho. acciden- 
tal discovery by a traveller last 
month of tho skeloton, 

A riflo and 4 diary, in which 
lifs last ontry was alrendy seven 
months old, wore found lying bo- 
sido tho skeleton, 

Tho last ontry in the diary 
read — “Woke up at tntorvala 
during the night. Ato macaroni 
and milk: “Saving other can. 
Handa still frozen.

Tt has ‘been thought desirable 
to reduce the number of these 
Decorations and Medals and the 
new Decoration and Medal have 
been instituted to provide in 
substitution throughout the Egn- 
pire one Decoration and once 
Medal only for long and efficient 
service in auxiliary forces, with 
standardised conditions of award. 
and to recognise thereby the Im- 
perial character of such service. 
The new Decoration and Medal 
are to be styled “The Efficiency , 
Decoration” ond “The Efficiency 
Medal.” , 

Oak Wreath in Silver. 

The design of the Efficiency 
Decoration, which is similar to; 
the existing Territorial Decora- 
tion, consists of an oak wreath in 
silyer tied vith gold, having in 
the centre the Royal Cipher and 
Crown in gold: the riband is 
green with a yellow stripe down 
the centre, The Decoration will 
bear a subsidiary title to denote 
the force in which the recipient 
qualified for the award of the 
Decoration, and this subsidiary 
title will be inscribed on (he bay- 
hrooch from which the Decora- 
tion is sugpended, ‘The service 
required to qualify . for the De- 
coration is 20 years’ commission- 
ed service on the active list of 
the forces mentioned, but half 
tho time spent in the ranks may 
count, and war service, as defined 


os qualifying 
service for the Efficiency Decora- 
tion. . Officers of the Territorial 
Army who are awarded the De- 
coration will be entitled to the 
letters “T.D,” after their names, 
like those at present awarded tho 
‘ferritorial Decoration to the 
letters “ELD.” Separate regula- 
tions, in amplification of tho 
Royal Warrant, will be made for 
the Territorial Army,and for the 
forces of each of the Dominions, 
Colonies, _Protectorates, and 
India. 


Royal and Imperial Effigy. 


The Efficiency Medal is of 
silver, oval: in shape, with the 
Royal and Imperial Effigy on the 
obverse and the inscription 
“Yor Efficient Service’ on the 
raverse: the ribbon is green with 
yellow stripes down the edges. 
‘The subsidiary title denoting tho 
the foree in which the recipient 
qualified for the awnrd of the 
Medal will be inscribed on the 
mount of the Medal, The 
Medal will be awarded to warrant 
officers, non-commissioned  offi- 
cors and men of the Militin, the 
Territorial. Army, or other Auxt- 
lary Military Forces throughout 
the Empire, who complete 12 
venrs’ efficient service, and 
Clasps will be awarded on com: 
pletion of 18 years’ and 24 vears’ 
service.

PERSIAN MYTH. 


. Ancient History on 
A Frieze. 
SUN WORSHIP. 


An important frieze, which 
throws light on the Hfe and rell- 
ition of ancient Persin before ity 
conquest by Alexander the Great, 
will be preserved In a cast from 
Persepolis, the capital of the 
Biblical King Darlus, which is In- 
cluded in the temporary exhib!- 
tion which opened at the British 
Muaeum, 

The orlginal of this. sculpture 
has suffered severely at the hands 
of Jocal tribesmen since the casts 
were taken by a privately financ- 
ed expedition with which Lord 
Saville wan prominently assocint- 
ed. Unique importanes therefora 
attaches to the replicas secured. 

The damnge reliefs form part of 
n doublo stairway added to the 
palace of Dalrus by King 
Artaxerxes Occus, whe died only 
seven years before the capture of 
his enpital by the victorious 
armies of Alexander the Great, 

The main friezo on the outside 
of the stalrease includes what are 
possibly the fincat Persian repre- 
sontations of the very early sub- 
ject. “Tho Lion Biting the Bull.” 
This myth, a Morning Post re- 
presentative was informed by tho 
Director of tha Department of 
Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquitica, 
fs probably connected with sun 
worship, In common with’ aA num- 
ber of other animal stories. 

Alt auch animal quarrels wero 
traditionally supposed to bo settled 
by the Sun-God, one of the horocs 
being sent to pouch the aggressor,

To tho inexperienced motor- 
ist practically the whole dic- 
tlonary seems to be full of 
“don'ts,” but there Is little 
doubt that the longer one 
motors the more one realises 
the Importance of this Httle 
word, The following collec- 
tion af don'ts,” varying from 
the safety fivat aspect to the 
welfare of the car and better. 
driving methods, are worthy 
of the attention of all motor- 
ints, 

Don't (ry to get too grent a 
mileage out of a gallon of oil. 
It won't pay you. Ono often 
henrs and reads .of drivers 
who get anything up to 5,000 
miles out of a gallon of oil, 
and this without changing the 
lubricant in the sump. No- 
thing is sald, however, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condl- 
tions. I¢ the motor-is to have 
a rensonable chance of 
trouble-free Hfe the ofl should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, 
and, for city driving, every 
500. 

Don't be tempted to buy 
cheap, unbranded offs: it will 
probably turn out rather ex- 
pensive in the end. 

Don’t neglect points that 
need Jubrication merely be- 
ecnuse they arc almost! in- 
accessible. 

Don’t be afrald of gear 
changing. If you have not 
the knack of getting the lever 
across silently take a couple 
of lessons and get it. It will 
save you money, and will add 
materially to your driving 
pleasure, : 

Yon’t forget that you owe 
a mensure of consideration 
and all reasonable courlesy to 
all other road users. Don't 
drive In such a way as to 
splash pedestrinns or other 
road users with mud if ft Is 
at all practicable to avold do- 
ing #o. By keeping your 
wheels out of the worst pot 
holes and going slowly In 
muddy places you can avold 
a lot of inconvenience to other 
people, 

Don't reverse without pre- 
viously giving yourself tho 
“all clear.”

Don't abuse the use of the 
horn, or fmagine that its 
warning gives: any autamatic 
right of why at crows roads.

Don’t overtake on corners, 
even ff some onc waves you 
on, or until you know from 
your own observation that the 
road fa clear.

An increase in the loading per- 
mitted vehicles using low-pres- 
sure tyres may result from re- 
cent experiments conducted at 
the Aberdeen, Md., Proving 
Grounds on a specially prepared 
concrete road and at Washington, 
D.C. according to Burton J. 
Lemon, fictd engineer of the 
United States Rubber Company 
and a member of the Rubber, 
Manufacturers’ Associntion com.)

STREUT SAFETY. 


America’s Children 
Take Part. 


The closing of the tenth 
National Street and Highway 
Safety Campaign, conducted in 
elementary schools throughout 
the United States by the High- 
way Education Board, was mark- 
‘ed in Washington by the — an- 
nouncement that more than 700,- 
000 pupils ag well os thousands 
of teachers had participated. 
The campaign is carried out In 
public and private — schools 
throughout the nation and its ter- 


ritorial possessions and is open 
to pupils between the ages of 10 
and 14 years, and to all clemen- 
tary. school teachers. — Prizes 
aggregating $6,500 are offered to 
successful competitors and thes 
have adtied much to the interest 
aroused, 

Since tho inauguration of this 
annual safety project in the 
school-yenr 1921-22, it has had 
the backing of the National Auto- 
mobile Chambers of Commerce, 
nn association of automobile 
manufacturers, as well na the nc- 
tive co-operation of state high- 
way departments and state, 
municipal and other school 
nuthorities who assist in every 
way possible in making the cam- 
paign successful. Each year has 
witnessed an inerease in the 
number of participants, 200,000 
pupils taking part in the first 
campaign, and this number 
growing by approximately 50,000 
each succeeding year, 

That safety education in tlie 
schools has achieved remarkable 
results in the United States has 
now become a self-evident faet 
and those who origihally opposed 
the incorporation of safety in- 
struction in the curricula of tho 
schools are now ardent support- 
ers of this spreading movement. 
The proportion of fatal sutomo- 
bile accidents involving sachool 
children during the past ten 
years has shown ao steady  de- 
crease as compared with the total 
number of such fatalities, while 
in the yenr 1928 the number of 
child fatalities waa actually de. 
creased ns epmpared with i927. 

Another outstanding: compari- 
son showing the effective results 
of safety education is obtained 
by examination of the records 
for 1922 and those of 1980, 
These show that’ the annual num- 
ber of automobile fatalitics to 
adults during the Intter year had 
inereased by almost 250 per cent. 
above the number in 1922, whilo 
the number of child fatalities 
shawed an inerease of but slight- 
ly more than 26 per cent. over 
the former year. 

How It Is Conducted. 

The enmpaign itself .is divided 
into two contests, sn essay com- 
netition for pupils who are re- 
quired to write an essay of 500 
swords on a given topic relating 
to street and highway safety, 
und a lesson contest for teachers 
who submit lessons stressing 2 
particular phase of highway safe. 
ty. First, second and third 
prizes are provided for each state 
in the essny contest and subse- 
quently the best essays are en- 
tered in a national competition 
in which three prizes are award. 
ed, First is a trip to Washing. 
ton, the national capital, with all 
expenses paid, at which time the 
winner is presented with a gold 
watch. Second and third prizes 
consist of gold watches. 

In the safety lesson contest 
for teachers, certificates of hon- 
our are awarded to those sub. 
mitting the best lesson in ench 
state and thcir papers are then 
entered jin a national competition 
in which first prize is also a trip 
to Washington, but instead of re- 
ceiving a gold watch the teacher 
is presented with a cheque for 
$500. Second and third prizes 
consist of cheques for $300 and 
$200 respectively. These sub- 
stantial prizes have aroused a 
keen interest in the campaign and 
the number of competitors each 
year has incrensed steadily. 

430 State Prizes. 

All prizes in the campaign, are 
donated by the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. 
The total number of State prizes 
for pupils during the campaign 
juat closed: aggregated 430, bd- 
ing distributed according to the 
school population of the various 
hstates. Ench state is entitled to 
one first prize, consisting of 1 
fold medal and a cheque for $16; 
one second prize consisting of n 
silver medal and a chequo for $10; 
and at least one-third prize, con- 
sisting of 2 bronze medal and a 
ehequa for 35. Some af 
tho smaller states hava 


been allotted but one-third prize. |. 


but such states as New York, and 
others having large numbers of 
school children, receivé a greater 
numbor of third prizes. + 

Papers and manuscripts sub- 
mitted. in the state competitions 
are gonorally graded by the chief 
educational official of the stato, 
ot committees appointed by these 
officials, Tho winning papers 
aro then sont to the Highway 
Education Board and the nation: 
fal judges aro named, | Theso 
Judges are persons of natfonal

CHINESE START AGITATION 


As some highly exaggerated 


accounts have been published by 


various newspapers and news agencies regarding the trouble be- 
tween the Chinese and the Koreans, our readers should be interested 
in the following account of the facts sent to the Suiday Herald from 


an independent source:— 


BRIBERY ALLEGED 


Dairen, July 7. 

About 18 miles from Chang- 
chun Jics n marshy aren between 
the Itung River, which runs weal 
of Changchun, and an elevation 
known a8 Wanpaoshan, This 
marsh has heretofore been cn- 
tircly waste-lund, but recently 
Chinese formed’ an organisation 
with severnl others, who sub- 
seribed funds for an undertaking 
whereby 500 acres of the swamp 
were to e rented to a group of 
Koreans, These Chinese includ- 
ed the owners of the tand in 
question. ‘This Chinese organ- 
isation appears to have bribed 
the Chinere officials for their 
sanction of the leasing of this 
land to the Koreans, A Korean 
broker was also concerned. Both 
the Chinese and Koreans were 
pleased with the bargain, as tha 
former obtained revenuc from 
the land which had therefore 
been useless, = wherens — the 
Koreans were cager to establish 
co-operative rice farming. Tho 
contract of lense was written 
and signed and was negotiated 
for u period of 10 years, the 
Koreans to pay an annual crop 
ront of 1,000 koku of rire for the 
whole area. At the current value, 
of 7 yen per koku, thin would 
thus amount to about G$3,500. 
Leases of this kind by Koreans 
are conynon both in North and 
South Manchuria, 

Commission Demanded. 


Both the Koreans and the 
Shinese land-owners signed this 
lense. One of the land-owners, 
who had been active in further. 

_ ing this scheme, now demanded a 
commission of G$1,000, which 
the others refused to pay. He 
then became angry and placed 
obstacles to the fulfilment of the 
leave and agitated amongst tho 
ignorant Chinese living in the 
vicinity, saying that if ‘the 
Koreans should irrigate the fields 
in question the fields of the 

*. Chinese living in the neighbour: 
hoed would be flooded. He also 
told the Chinese authorities that 
among the Korean farmers at San 
Hsinpo (the name of this local- 
ity) there were many Com- 
munists. The authorities seem 
to have issued orders to drive oul 
the. Koreans, and the Chinese 
farmers adopted a threatening 
attitude, fearing that their own 
interests were being threatened. 

The Koreans involved were 
ignorant farmers who relied 
upon the assurance of o Chinese 
broker to the effect that the con- 
tract was entirely in order, and 
with this belief they started to 
work on digging an irrigation 
ditch from the Itung River to the 
600 acre ficld, a distance of 8 
mites. This ditch, about 2 to 8 
metres wide at the bottom, pass- 
ed through land owned by Chin- 
ese of whom some had signed the 
contract while others had not. 
Again, other Chinese, who were 
not participating in the scheme, 
were anxious to join owing to 
the great increase in land valucs 
caused by these operations, Some 
contend that the  Chineso 
authorities gnvo no permission 
for the digging of the ditch, but 
it is quite evident that the Gov- 
ernor of tho distri¢t was well 
awaro of the Korean, undertak- 
ing. Tho ditch In question was 

“necessary in order: to provide 
water for the irrigation of the 
rico flelds, and tho Koreans wero 
eager to undertnke it construc: 
tlon as soon as possible in order 
that they might plant a crop for 
harvest this year. ‘ 

Reasons for Opposition. 

Tho : Chineso havo advanced 

the following reasons for. their 
opposition;— 

(1). —The dam which the 
Koreans started to build over the 
Itung) River in order: to bring 


water into the ditch would pre- 
from crossing » the.

(2).—-The dam would stop 
navigation ; 

(3).—-The area above the dam 
would be flooded to the extent of 
2,000 acres; 

(4),—The ditch would hamper 
land traffic, as it would be neces-

(5).—The water flowing from 
the rice fields would inundate 
gevernl thousand acres. 

Korean Reply. : 

Jn answer to these objections 
the Koreans on their side con- 
tend:— 

(1).—The Chinese go-between 
is responsible with regard to tho 
land through which — the .¢itch 
passes, and the Koreans arc: not 
responsible; . 

(2).—They claim thant the 
Chinese authoritics incited the 
Chinese farmers to interrupt the 
digging of the ditch only after 6 
miles had been dug, and that, be- 
fore that the Chinese authoritica 
had not interfered; 

(8).—The Koreans had pro- 
mised to provide ferry-boats and 
bridges by the dam and also to 
arrange facilities so that navign- 
tion would not be interrupted; 

(4), —As the bgnks at tho darn 
site are of » quite considerable 
height, there could be no fear ot 
floocing the area in this vicinity. 
wh'le perfect drainage would he 
provided so that the water from 
the rico fields would cause no 
damage in the neighbourhood, 
They added that the land along 
the drainage canal, which has 
heretofore been useless waste 
Jand, will become capable of soya 
bean cultivation, so that it should 
yield a profit of F$10,000 an- 
nually, 


Korean Foreman Arrested. 


On May 25, while the Koreans 
were excavating the ditch, three 
Chinese policemen appeared and 
arrested a Korean foreman. ‘Ono 
of the policemen hit a Korean 
hard on the chest with a rifle 
butt. Five days later 200 Chin- 
ese policemen and cavalry sol- 
dieras appeared and urged the 
Koreans to abandon _ thelr work 
on the ditch. The Koreans de- 
clined, whereupon 10 of them 
were arrested and tuken to 
Chanuchun. They were treated 
roughly as if they were crimirals. 
Witty of the Chinese soldiers aud 
ncicemen reniained in the field, 
and later 150 or 160 more came. 
‘Though tie time for seeding was 
it hand the Koreans were = pre- 
vented from planting. 

Vhe Japarns? Congul at Uhang- 
chun protested, however, and tho 
prevention ceased, but the Chin- 
ese policemen remained at the 
spot, . -, 
It was decided to hold a joint 
investigation of the malter by 
the Japanese Consulate in Chang- 
chun and the Chinese authorities 
(in the person of the chiof of the 
Changchun Municipal Office who 
has authority to negotiate with 
foreignérs). On Juno 9 a joint 
conimittee, consisting of officials 
of both parties, was dispatched 
to Snn Hsinpo to make A 
thorough investigation on the 
ground, but when the party ar- 
rived at the dam nite and it be- 
came evident that the natura of 
the grcund waa such as ’to de- 
monstrate - the falsity of the 
charge that several thousand 
acres wou!d bo flooded in this 
vicinity owing to the conatruc- 
tion of the dam, tha Chinose sido 
sppvarcd to Inte intureat fA tho 
mattor and gave up the proposed 
visit to, the orea whero tho 
drainage ‘ditch was to run. The

Koreans Impatient. 

As the time for planting was 
rapidly passing, the Koreans be- 
came impatient and began to 
build the dam and to continue te 
dig the ditch, a8 they feared that 
if the seeda were not planting in 
time neither the Chinese nor the 
Japanese authorities would — in- 
demnify them for the loss of this 
year’s harvest. On July 1 4 
crowd of 600 Chinese farmer:, 
alleged to include about 26 
Chinese policemen, invaded the 
rice fields, The Japanese Con- 
sul at Changchun, who had been 
expecting something like this to 
huppen, had sent eight Japanese 
police officers to the fields to pre- 
yent violence, and later seven 
additional policemen were sent, 
with a Police Inspector in com- 
mand, making a force of 15 
Japanese police officcre in all, 
The inspector tried to negotinte 
with the leader of the mob and 
asked thers to withdraw. About 
80 of the farmers had firc-arms. 
while the rest had other wea- 
pong and shovels. ‘They destroy- 
ed the dam and filled 130 metres 
of the ditch, 

Suddenly some of the Chinese 
farmers fired from a house in the 
neighbourhood. As the Inspec- 
tor- had ordered the Koreans to 
offer no resistance, no clnsh oc. 
curred between tho Koreans and 
the Chinese, although the former 
had been much abused by the 
latter. When the Chinese fired, 
tho Inspector ordered his men to 
form in extended order and final- 
ly allowed them to fire, but with 
tha injunction’ that they muat 
not shoot ta hit' but only to 
frighten the Chinese. As ao con- 
sequence no_ casualties occurred 
on either side. The Chinese fir- 
{ng was soon silenced, and both 
sides now confront each other. 
At the time of writing, some of 
the members of the mob_ have 
left, but many romain. No dig- 
ging is being done. Additional
